‘Apparent weaknesses in part of 
the steel supporting structure of 
the section of collapsed roof at the 
city auditorium, which were dis- 
covered yesterday by members of 
the* official board of inquiry, may 
bring laboratory tests of other steel 
used in construction of the munic- 
ipal auditorium roof, The Con- 
stitution learned. 

Though no report or statement 


hag been issued by the official 
board, it was known they were 
“wonsidering ending tear~ 
ing out other bar joints of the type 
which supported the part of the 
roof which collapsed last Sunday 
and submitting the steel to severe 
laboratory tests to determine its 
safety. 

This reporter saw steel bar 
joists which had broken clean 
without bending under the weight 
of the deluge of water which caus- 
ed a 65x25 foot section of flat roof 
to cave in during a_ torrential 
downpour last Sunday afternoon. 

Joists Pull Loose. 

Engineers said it was apparent 
the steel gave way under the 
heavy load of water backed up on 
the flat roof connecting the audito- 
rium proper with the building 
housing the armory and Taft Hall, 

and that the jaists had pulled 
loose from the rear wall of the 


armory building after breaking 
terday by an expert engineer who 


under the weight. 
An unofficial opinion given yes- 
inspected the entire cave-in was

Chinese howitzer batteries rain- 
ed shells against the Japanese 
warships, driving the United States 
destroyer from where it was pro- 
tecting Texas Oil Company plants 
off Gough island. 

Foreign observers estimated that 
the two weeks of conflict in the 
Shanghai area have taken a toll 
of more than 100,000 killed and 
wounded and had cost at least

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—(AP)— 
The text of President Roosevelt's 
statement on the signing of the 


lower court bill follows: 


“On the fifth day of February, 
I brought to the attention of the 
congress the necessity of a care- 
ful and thorough-going reforma- 
tion of our judicial processes and 
submitted tentative plans out- 
lining essential objectives. 

“These objectives, recognized 
as desirable by most of our citi- 
zens, were predicated on. the ne- 
cessities of a great and growing 
nation. Many of us have viewed 
with concern the widening chasm 
between the people on the one 
side and the courts and the bar 
on the other—a chasm recog- 
nized and deplored by many of 
our ablest and most enlightened 
judges and lawyers. It can hard- 
ly be doubted that our people are 
restive under the slow and. un- 
certain processes of the law. 
“Upbuilding Process” Advocated. 

“I spoke, therefore, for an up- 
building process, not only to pre- 
serve the independence and in- 
tegrity of the judiciary, but to 
reinforce it and strengthen it as 
an essential and honored part of 
our institutions. 


“In effect, I spoke in behalf of 
the American people in their de- 


sire for increased. respect for, |P 


and confidence in, speedy and 
fundamental justice as frepre- 
sented by the federal courts. 

“We have wanted to bring to 
an end a trying period during 
which it has seemed that a veri- 
table conspiracy existed on the 
part of many of the most gifted 
membérs of the legal profession 
to take advantage of the techni- 
calities of the law and the con- 
servatiém of the courts to render 
measures of social and economic 
reform sterile or abortive. Be- 
cause representative government, 
in order to succeed, must act 
through the processes of law, it 
is necessary for it to attain a 
high degree of co-operation 
among its three co-ordinate 
branches, 

Examination of Bill. 

“In the light of the above, 
therefore, let us examine H. R. 
2260, which is a bill effectuat- 
ing certain changes in judicial 
procedure. It contains meritori- 
ous provisions and registers a 
moderate and limited advance 
into a field which calls for fur- 
ther and more complete explora- 
tion. 

“On the side of omission, it 
leaves entirely untouched any 
method of relieving the burden 
now imposed on the supreme 
court. 

“It provides no increase in the 
personnel of the lower courts— 
an increase confessedly neces- 
sary. 

“It provides no effective means 
of assigning district judges to 
pressure areas. 

“It sets up no flexible machin- 
ery, with methods of administra- 
tion readily adaptable to needs 
as they arise. 

“It leaves untouched ' the 
crowded condition of the dockets 
in our lower courts. 

No Flow of New Judges. 

“It provides for no flow of new 
blood to any of the federal 
benches. 

“It does not touch the problem 
of aged and infirm judges who 
fail to take advantage of the op- 
portunity accorded them to re- 
tire or resign on full pay. 

“All of these are objectives 
which are of necessity a part of 
any complete and rounded plan 
for the reform of judicial proc- 
esses. 

“The bill, on the other hand, 
contains several provisions which 
are definitely a step in the right 
direction. It provides that the 
attorney general shall be given 
notice of constitutional questions 
involved in private litigation and 
accords the government the right 
to defend the constitutionality of 
the law of the land. No longer 
must the government stand idly 
by, a helpless spectator, while acts 
of congress are stficken down by 
the courts. 

Appeals Are Expedited. 

“It expedites appeals to the su- 
preme court in such matters. 

“It seeks to improve intolerable 
situations created by the reckless 
granting by the lower courts of 
injunctions to restrain govern- 
ment officials in the operation of 
federal statutes. 

“It tends slightly to relax the 
rigid system within circuits of 
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} assigning district judges to con- 
gested areas.

Death of Sister Divides Twins, 
Georgia Camp Meeting Veterans 


“Sister Julia” Puckett, 72, Dies on Historic Holbrook 


Grounds After Year’s 
Session Since 


Iilness; Never Missed 
Her Infancy. 


Mrs. Julia Puckett, 72-year-old 
matriarch of historic Holbrook 
camp metings, died early yesterday 
at her home on the 99-year-old 
camp ground, near Canton, Ga., 
where Methodists from Cherokee 
county have “got religion” since 
1838. She had been ill more than 
a year, 

Her twin brother, “Uncle Julius” 
Hendrix, had just left her bedside 
to go to his home, four miles away, 
when she died. Her passing will 
mark the first separation of the 
devoted twins since their birth. 


Only a week before her death 
she had seen the 99th of the tra- 
ditidnal camp meetings on _ the 

ounds-near her house. Unable to 
attend in person because of heart 
trouble which had kept her bed- 
ridden for the past six months, she 
had received daily visits of old 
friends at the camp meeting. 

She first came to the annual ses- 
sion when her widowed mother 
brought her and her brother when 
they were too young to talk, and 
had never missed a meeting before 
the last. 

“Country Nurse.” 


In the days of the horse and 
buggy, when the practice of med- 
icine in country districts was in 
its infancy, Mrs. Puckett became 
known throughout Cherokee and 
Forsyth counties for her work as 
a country nurse. 

Few are the old folks who can- 
not remember a visit from “Sis- 
ter Julia” when they were sick or 
in trouble. Packing her buggy 
with delicacies for the patient, she 
would be off across the county to 
minister to a friend who was taken 
ill, staying in the patient’s home 
as long as her services were 
needed. 

Arriving at the bedside often 
before the doctor could be reached 
in Canton or Cumming, she would 
take charge of the case, using such 
practical remedies as were known 
then. Though not a registered 
nurse, her visits were often the 
difference between life and death 
to the afflicted. 

She never received pay for her 


services, taking an interest only 
out of friendship and sympathy 
for the suffering. 

Father Dixie Hero. 

Born in Forsyth county, not far 
from her home on the camp 
ground, she was the daughter of 
a wealthy plantation owner be- 
fore the War Between the States, 
who was killed in service of the 
Confederate armies. 

She was the wife of S. D. Puck- 
ett, who survives, and had lived 
in Forsyth and Cherokee counties 
all of her life. For the past 40 
years she had lived on the camp 
ground. 

Funeral services will be con- 
ducted at 11:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing at Holbrook Camp Ground 
Methodist church, of which she 
was a life-long member. Several 
hundred of the older attenders of 
the camp metings will be present 
to pay their last tribute to “Sister 
Julia.” 

Surviving, in addition to her 
husband and brother, are a son, 
Roy F. Puckett, of Atlanta, and 
two daughters, Mrs. J. L. Dims- 
dale and Mrs. W. C. Drummond, 
both of Woodstock.

College, gets lots of reverberations 
when he makes a grammatical er- 
ror. 

It comes about from a game 
element inserted into his method 
of teaching the English langauge. 

The chief aim of his courses is 
to teach correct and effective oral 
English, but the method varies 
somewhat from the standard. 

For one thing, he works on the 
“case system.” For each student in 
the college he keeps.a score card. 
On it are listed the speech errors 
—those made in classes, on the 
campus, or anywhere else that an 
instructor or another student can 
overhear. them. 

Check-up in Private. 


At private conferences, he 
points out these errors to the stu- 
dent. 

“We use the private conference 
to avoid embarrassment in the 
class room,” he explained. 

“However, every student knows 
all the time someone is -watching 
for an error in his speech to re- 
port it, and each is on the alert 
for correctness in his speech. 

“The system revolves around 
spoken rather than written Eng- 
lish, and while we assign collat- 
eral reading in our classes, we 
virtually skip such subjects as the 
drama and short-story writing. 

“For the written language, we 
emphasize the preparation of let- 
ters, striving for effective expres- 
sion of ideas.” 

“Practical English.” 


Dean Donaldson described the. 


course as one in “practical Eng- 
lish,” and said the chief aim was 
to prepare the students to return 
to their homes with ability effec- 
tively to express themselves at 
meetings. 

“The college draws students 
from the farm and 90 per cent of 
them return to the farm after 
graduation,” he said. 


Common errors the faculty at- | 


tempts to eliminate are “the same 


as” those found almost ‘every- 
where.” | 


Use of “ain’t” is one of the more 
common. “It don’t” and “he 
don’t” have lots of offenders. “Hit” 
for “it” is frowned upon, and 
“can’t hardly” is one every stu- 
dent knows better than to use. 

Donaldson says the check-up 
system not only keeps the stu- 
dents on their guard against gram- 
matical errors, but forces him to 
speak carefully and correc 

When he makes a gramm tical 
bobble, the students promptly cor- 
rect him—sometimes publicly.

THE RUSSIAN “IF” 
-. Aid for embattled China from Soviet Russia 
is the chief fear of Japan, in the present war 
crisis, according to Frank H. Hedges, one of 
the best informed American newspaper corre- 
spondents in the Orient. 

In a story from Tokyo, Mr. Hedges says it 
is not believed that Soviet Russia will partici- 
pate officially in the war between the two 
nations, but that, sub-rosa, substantial aid will 
be sent to the armies of Chiang Kai-shek 
from Moscow. 

If such a development came in the unofficial 
war now raging at Shanghai, the result of the 
Sino-Japanese conflict might be far different 
from the present anticipations of world mili- 
tary experts. 

Trained army men of every nation have 
agreed that China alone has practically no 
chance of victory against Japan. The Japa- 
nese army is not only well trained, but it is 
probably as completely mechanized as any 
force in the modern world. It is amply sup- 
plied with tanks, guns and airplane equipment. 

On the other hand, while China has a few 
divisions of comparatively well-trained troops, 
the bulk of her forces are ill-equipped and in- 
experienced troops. Such men, in modern war, 
provide merely wholesale casualties before the 
shells and machine guns of a mobile, modern- 
iged, mechanized force such as Japan’s. 

However, the Chinese have shown them- 
selves quick to learn. They appear to be espe- 
cially adept at learning the science of avia- 
tion. If Russia should supply the Chinese with 
the equipment they now lack, particularly 
fighting planes, it would not take Nanking long 
to provide a trained personnel. 
circumstances, Japan might easily find she had 
taken on too big an opponent and Tokyo might. 
see a disastrous outcome of its invasion of 
North China. 


“THE BEAM IN THINE OWN EYE” 

Representative Shannon, of Missouri, makes 
pungent comment upon human paradox when, 
in connection with the Black-Connery wages 
and hours bill, he points to the divergent 
scales of pay between employes of the house 
and senate restaurants. 

The Missourian suggests that before at- 
tempting to regulate private employment and 
to blanket the nation with uniform wage scales 
and hours of work, the congress might examine 
into its own treatment of its own workers. 

He shows, for instance, that while full-time 
waiters in the house restaurant receive only $35 
@ month, senate restaurant waiters get $65. 
Senatorial prestige can hardly account for such 
discrimination against the humble souls who 
supply the dietetic desires of more representa- 
tives. 

House kitchen men get $35 a month, their 
confreres in the senate kitchens receiving $50. 

It may be a small matter to congress, but it 
probably looms large to the waiters and kitchen 
men themselves. And the nation would prob- 
ably attribute greater sincerity to congressional 
concern over the lot of the “downtrodden wage 
Slave” of private enterprise, if it was more con- 
siderate, and more uniform, in the wages it 
pays its own servitors. 


KEEPING ABREAST OF KNOWLEDGE 

The announcement of a special six-week 
course of training for active farmers, at a 
cost so small as to be barely nominal, provides 
one of the striking. evidences of the rapid 
awakening of Georgia to the new and better 
idea in agriculture. 

The course will be given this fall at the 
Abraham Baldwin Agricultural College at Tif- 
ton. The only requirements for entrance are 
a minimum age of 18—there is no maximum 
age set—that the prospective student be an 
active farmer and that his county agent rec- 
ommend him as eligible. 

The world is realizing today that farming is 
a profession that, for full success, requires spe- 
cilalized training just as any othen The hit 
and miss method of scratching the earth for 
a living may have sufficed when nature, in her 
undrained bounty, gave almost involuntary in- 
crease. Today, when millions of acres are 
eroded, when outworn lands must be restored 
to fertility by proper diversification and crop 
rotation, when the fafmer must know the con- 
stituents of his soil and its adaptability for 
various crops, a college education in agriculture 
is essential to decent living and a worth-while 
profit. 7

THE CONSTITUTION ON DEMOCRACY 
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The War Department is making no statement of what that in- 
formation may be, but military experts; here and on the scene, make 
one prediction: The Battle of Shanghai is more than a battle. It 
is a little war in itself. And it will be a long one. 

Defense, 
in military matters, everything else being equal, has at least two 
strikes on offense, And there is another

has ‘won. 

Military experts interpret these axioms in terms of the situation 
at Shanghai this way: : , 

The Chinese are in possession. The other points that favor them 
are numbers; they have about 100,000 troops, at least 50,000 well- 
trained regulars; they have lines of communication in their own 
territory, and they have a favorable terrain. 

The Japanese offensive has been limited chiefly to warships, 
which, however, are not of great value since their munition is 
limited to what they can carry. Naval guns are made to pierce 
armor plate, not to “blow men out of the ground,” which the World 
War taught was step No. 1. 

Until Japanese troops were landed on Monday at the mouth of 
the Yangtse, the Japanese force at Shanghai was chiefly made up 
of bluejackets and marines landed from the warships. These land- 
ing parties are not as well equipped, organized or complete as an 
army unit such as the Chinese have in the area. 

While the added effectives tend to move the scale in favor of the 
attackers, there is still the problem of dislodging the defense. Mili- 
tary experts believe that, as in the World War, this will have to be 
accomplished by a double flanking movement, with two Japanese 
— forming a pincers that will squeeze the Chinese out of the 
port area. 

This strategy, however, will be difficult. The terrain is unfavor- 
able. There are some roads around the Shanghai area, but Idaho 
looks like a network of highways compared to China. Once forced 
off the roads, troops find the land criss-crossed with streams and 
canals. Men can wade or swim them, but artillery doesn’t float. 
It would be a simple matter for the Chinese to sink boats in the 
river and stop entrance of the Japanese troop ships. 

Hence, the predictions of a long “war,” although there are al- 
ways the “imponderables.” One is the danger of a successful “bar- 
rage of gold,” which might lure away Chinese leaders, as it has so 
often in the past. Fate of the “heart of China,” as Shanghai has 
been called, depends chiefly on the hearts of its defenders. 


ARMY-NAVY RIVALRY Strangest of all for the military mind 
to comprehend is why Japan started 


this thing as she did, with warships, when in 1932 they failed at the 
very same job.

The army and the navy in Japan are controlled by two hereditary 
clans whose rivalry goes back to the days of the Samurai.

In Farming 


Palmer Kellogg has been in the 
lumber business. Five years ago 
he decided to become a farmer. 
The story of his farming is told 
in the September issue of “Na- 
tion’s Business.” 


Kellogg tried something new in 
southern agriculture. He bought a 
3,200 acre plantation in Arkansas, 
to raise cotton. He didn’t approve 
of the share cropping system and 
thought the usual southern custom 
of extending credit for a farm 
year, with an annual settlement 
when the crop was sold was like- 
wise wrong. 


So he placed his plantation on 
the same sort of work basis as a 
mill or other business. He employ- 
ed his labor at a specified weekly 
wage and met the pay roll, in 
cash, every Saturday. A 

To do this successfully he had 
to provide work for most of his 
farm hands the year ‘round. 
Which meant diversification, for 
cotton is a sersonal crop. 

The cash-wage plan, Kellogg 
now reports after a five-year test, 
is advantageous to the worker as 
well as the farmer, ause it nec- 
essitates work the year around 
and, likewise 52-week income for 
the laborer. 

In the winter, after cotton pick- 
ing time, the Kellogg plantation 
employs much of its labor in 
clearing new land, building miles 
of drainage ditches and in other 
permanent improvements. 

In addition to cotton, the wage- 
hands cultivate corn, hay, soy- 
beans and other crops, Last year 
there were 
producing 1,900 bales, There were 
300 acres in alfalfa, 500 acres in 
soybeans, 130 acres in hairy vetch, 
several hundred acres in corn and 
the rest in woodland.

bridge. At least one of these joists 


apparently mapped under the 
Strain of the water and several 
others were broken without hav- 
ing been bent very much. Engi- 
neers said steel with the correct 
ductability will bend in a deep 
curve before breaking. 

Tear Out Other Joists. 

Whether it will be necessary to 
tear out other joists for labora- 
tory tests will be decided by the 
board of inquiry before it- makes 
its report. 

Robert G. Lose, Robert S. Fiske 
and Carl F. Nonnemaker (the 
third inquiry board member who 
Was named yesterday morning to 
the board by Acting Mayor I. 
Gloer Hailey), said yesterday aft- 
ernoon “a report now would be 
premature.” The three spent all 
yesterday afternoon inspecting the 
auditorium and the section of the 
roof which caved in. 

Arriving from Dallas, Texas, 
late yesterday, Mayor Hartsfield, 
who has been on vacation, went 
straight to the auditorium to see 
for himself the damage done by 
the collapse of part of the roof. 
He had no statement to make con- 
cerning it. 

Beginning of the official inves- 
tigation of the roof collapse and 
the general safety of the audito- 
rium proper was begun yesterday 
after a special five-man investi- 
gating committee had made an 
unofficial report of their probe to 
Acting Mayor Hailey. 

Insufficient Pitch. 

The five-man committee found 
that: 

1. There was insufficient pitch 
to the roof which fell in. 

2. That the roof structure was 
of inadequate strength to stand 
the weight of water thrown on it. 

3. That drainage outlets through 
the parapets were obstructed by 
collected trash during the Sunday 
cloudburst. 

4. That the outlets were located 
too high for free drainage of wa- 
ter on the flat roof. 

Hailey, receiving the _ report, 
pointed out it was made for his 
benefit and was published to show 
there “is no effort being made to 
whitewash” the investigations. 

In the meantime, Councilman 
John A. White, who Tuesday de- 
clared the front section of the au- 
ditorium, which includes*the en- 
trance lobby, Taft Hall and the na- 
tional guard armory, is a “death 
trap,” yesterday revealed he has 
obtained a special committee to 
inspect this building to determine 
if it is safe for people to walk 
through it into the auditorium 
proper. Fire Chief Parker heads 
this investigation, White said. 

Private Investigation. 


“If the chief’s report is that the 
armory section is unsafe for use, 
I will recommend it be closed and | 
that the Gilmer street entrances | 
to the auditorium proper be used,” 
White said. 

The WPA is making a private 
investigation of the entire struc- 
ture of the auditorium proper, it 
was announced, but this report is 
not expected to be released for 
publication until sent to Washing- 
ton or at least until the board of 
inquiry has completed its probe 
and made its report. The board’s 
report is to be accepted officially 
by the city, the WPA and the arch- 
itects. 

Nonnemaker was appointed to 
the board yesterday to represent 
the public. His appointment was 
indorsed by the Georgia branch of 
the Associated General Contrac- 
tors, which Monday recommended 
that an impartial committee of ex- 
perts be named to investigate the 
general safety of the auditorium 
ag to make its report to the pub- 

ic. 

Hugh W. Roberts, secretary of 
the Georgia branch, yesterday 
wrote Hailey that the public will 
have absolute confidence in Non- 
nemaker and praised the scientific 
knowledge of the new board mem- 
ber. Lose and Fiske are well- 
known consulting engineers. 

The purpose of the board of in- 
quiry as outlined by Colonel O. 
K. Yeager, director of building 
operations of the WPA, is to de- 
termine the cause of the roof col- 
lapse, recommend what repairs 
and adjustments should be made 
at the auditorium and to determine 
the general safety of the entire 
main auditorium which was ren- 
ovated by the WPA at a cost of 
$525,000. (The armory and Taft 
Hall are not included in this in- 
vestigation by the board.) 

Water Drains of Roof. 

City Engineers C. E. Kauffman 
and Captain Rex W. LeFevre and 
three assistant building inspectors, 
named to investigate by Hailey, 
pointed out yesterday that water 
from the roof of the main audi- 
torium and also from the roof of 
the building housing the armory 
and Taft Halldrains directly onto 
the flat section of connecting roof 
which caved in. These engineers 
also pointed out that some of the 
steel joists were “bent in the ver- 
tical plane and broken iin the 
chord angles.” 

Water Drains Criticized. 

They criticized the construction 
of the water drains in particular 
and asserted they were clogged 
with trash at the openings, but an 
expert engineer who is not a mem- 
ber of any investigating commit- 
tee pointed out the drains are 
eight-inch down-spouts which lead 
directly into an eight-inch storm 
water sewer. 

“Water from a down spout of 
the same size as the sewer will 
back up all the way to the top,” 
he declared. He-said it was his 
opinion this aided in backing up 
water on the flat roof top. 

It was estimated yesterday that 
Some nine inches of water stood 
on the flat roof top causing the 
roof to collapse. The flat area is

- Fortunately, we learn to like the 
foods we are accustomed to eat- 
ing, and you will learn to like 
menus that give you a variety of 
foods. After a few weeks on 
meals composed of fresh fruits and 
vegetables, whole grain bread, 
@ggs, lean meat and milk, you will 
egin unconsciously to give these 
foods the place they deserve in 
your dietary. When this happens, 
progress toward normal weight be- 
comes natural and easy. You will 
get slim and stay slim by habit. 
. Basically, these reducing menus 
conform to your normal diet. The 
trick is to cut down on the calories 
Without reducing the protective 
foods, and such items as milk, 
bread and potatoes (I can almost 
see you raise your eyebrows) are 
mainstays of the menus. 

The average reducer is preju- 
diced against milk, which is a most 
valuable source of minerals and 
vitamins. A minimum of one pint 
is needed daily for calcium, phos- 
phorus, vitamin A and protein. A 
pint of skimmed milk counts only 
160 calories, which is a lot of 
good food for very few calories. 
In removing the cream, however, 
the vitamin A is lost, so do not 
fail to get this vitamin in butter. 
You are to have not less than one- 
half ounce of butter daily and 
not more than one and one-half 
ounces while reducing. ) 

Lean meat (six ounces), milk 
and eggs are highly important, 
since they provide protein, min- 
erals and satiety. Trim off every 
particle of fat from the meat, and 
do not forget that hard-boiled eggs 
are higher in satiety than eggs 
prepared in any other way. 

Bread is included as a source of 
vitamin B, and whole grain bread 
is suggested, particularly for the 
reducer who is on a prolonged fig- 
ure program. If you are on an 
allowance of 1,000 calories, the 
limit is four slices of bread per 
day. Vitamin C is obtained in cit- 
rus fruits. 

An easy-to-remember rule for 
the reducer is that the day’s menus 
should contain two cooked vege- 
tables, one of which is the green 
leafy variety; two raw vegetables; 
two fresh fruits. After you are 
down to normal weight, keep your 
slim food habits,

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


VITAMIN D AND RESPIRATORY 
INFECTION. 


Formerly we thought vitamin A 
was the “anti-infective” vitamin 
or at any rate most essential for 
the prevention of so-called “colds,” 
influenza or grip, sinusitis and 
other respiratory infections. This 
assumption is now questioned and, 
from all I can learn about the 
practical use of vitamins (not ani- 
mal experiments but human ex- 
perience) there is no good evi- 
dence to support the idea, The 
evidence seems to show rather 
that vitamin D, not vitamin A, 
aids in building immunity against 
respiratory infection. This conclu- 
sion is based not only on human 
experience but also on animal ex- 
perimentation. 

In one.experiment (out of many 
on record, references to which I 
am glad to give physicians on re- 
quest) a group of rats well fed 
except for lack of vitamin D were 
given injections of rat typhoid 
germs and 63 per cent of the rats 
succumbed. A control group of rats 
fed a smaller diet but adequate 
vitamin D were given the same 
rat typhoid injections, and only 27 
per cent of these succumbed. 

Insufficient vitamin D is the 
cause of rickets. It has always 
been recognized that infants or 
children with any degree of rick- 
ets are corresponding weak in im- 
munity against pneumonia and 
other respiratory infections. 

A great many persons who have 
adopted the habit of supplement- 
ing their ordinary diet with ir- 
radiated yeast tablets, which are 
rich in vitamin D (produced in the 
yeast by irradiating with certain 
wave-lengths of ultraviolet light) 
have noticed and reported an in- 
creased immunity and a decreased 
frequency of “colds” (to thee, cri 
tc me). 

Vitamin D is apparently a de- 
fense against pneumonia in chil- 
dren afflicted with whooping 
cough. Among 2,462 cases of 
whooping cough, more than 
half of the children with 
marked rickets contracted pneu- 
monia, 37 per cent of the 
children with milk rickets 
contracted pneumonia, and only 29 
per cent of the children without 
rickets contracted pneumonia. 

In children with measles there 
is the same tendency to develop 
pneumonia if there is a deficiency 
of vitamin D. 

When you say “colds” you don’t 
know and nobody knows what you 
are talking about. Just one or an- 
other illness, usually communi- 
cable via conversational spray 
more commonly than via open- 
face sneeze or cough spray. Only 
fault I find with calling the ill- 
ness or indisposition “cold” is that 
the term implies an intention or 
desire to disarm the ignorant or 
innocent folk around you and a 
callous indifference concerning the 
fate of those you infect. I urge 
you to have a spark of decency 
and call it cri. “I have cri” pro- 
nounced kree) means I don’t know 
yet whether it is simple coryza, 
diphtheria, measles, infantile pa- 
ralysis, but I’m giving fair warn- 
ing—govern yourself accordingly.

Farley Answers Critics of 
Bookkeeping Methods. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25. —(?)— 
The Postoffice Department will 
chalk up another surplus for the 
1937 fiscal year ending next June, 
Postmaster General Farley pre- 
dicted tonight. 

Answering criticism of the book- 
keeping methods used in claiming 
surpluses in recent years, Farley 
said in a radio speech: 

“Some hair-splitting critics have 
pointed out that while surpluses 
were shown for the fiscal years 
1934 and 1935, the department 
drew substantial sums from the 
Treasury to meet expenses in those 
years. Let me remind you that 
large sums were also drawn from 
the Treasury in the fiscal years 
1931, 1932, and 1933 (Hoover 
years.)”

In the north section of the state, 
the report said, “fodder pulling 
is already under way ... and is 
well advanced in the middle and 
southern section.” 

Minor crops in northeastern 
counties and from LaGrange and 
Newnan toward Marietta and Ce- 
dartown were much in need of 
rain until a few days ago. Peanuts, 
sugar cane and sweet potatoes in 
the southern section were report- 
ed in satisfactory condition.
